At last the 
flames won and, too late, the passen- 
gers were released to save themselves. 
Out of 500 or 600 passengers Smith and 
some forty others were rescued. .

Of his accidental discovery that a 
fortune, the memory of which had been 
wiped clean by the frightful tragedy, 
waited him on the Pacific Coast, 

Of his search of years for it. 

Of the tragic denouement, when the 
old ship-wrecked miner learned that his 
loved little daughter had died an out- 
cast in the tenderloin of San Fran- 
cisco; that his fortune, after waiting 
for him for years, tad been stolen 
by an adventuress posing as his daugh- 
ter. 

The lawyer left this out, but he

He must have been there with a 
clouded mind four or five years; he 
doesn’t know how long.

From there he drifted 
on to Pensacola on a fruit boat. He 
worked at his trade for a while in 
Florida, all the time trying to get some 
word of his little daughter. 

There were no fast mails and space- 
eating telegrams in ys from 
coast to coast. He could learn nothing 
of her. 

His wanderings carried him on into 
Georgia, where he worked in Savan- 
nah as a blacksmith, gradually work- 
ing north until he was back at his 
old home in Brooklyn, a sorry return 
to an empty desolate home. 

It was in 1878 that he came back to 
the city, whence be started to seek his 
fortune twenty-nine years before. 

ONE PATHETIC MISSION. 

All these years he had been a man 
with one pathetic mission—to find his 
little daughter. He wrote and inquired 
anxiously of every man he could find 
from the Coast, but never a word 
eould he hear. The people with whom 
he had left her had been lost track 
of during the years he was living with 
the natives of Nicaragua. 

He gradually drifted out toward the 
West again, slowly retracing his tracks 
of thirty-odd years before. He lived 
in the Middle West for several years, 
drifting from one town to another in 
Illinois and Ohio. 

One day in Blomington, III., he heard 
a cheery voice calling his name. ‘Hello, 
Aleck,” it said; “what are you doing 
here? 

It was a man he had known well in 
the old days of the California gold 
camps. 

In the course of their talk, the old 
friend said: “By the way, what did you 
ever do with that money you deposited

tonishment. mind was a blank on 
the #ubject. 


It transpired that the other miner 
had gone with him to the of the 
Savings and Loan Society and had seen 
him deposit $2400.

number of Japanese fruit pickers, came 
to a sudden end at Ontario yesterday 
when Justice Pollock of that city ac- 
cepted from Hatton a plea of gulity 
of a breach of the peace and fined him 
$15, and the charge against Durgin 
was dismissed. 

The lesson taught to the two young- 
sters who were arrested is expected to 
put an end, for a time, at least, to a 
veritable reign of terror that has ex- 
isted for some time among ranchers 
who have found.it necessary and expe- 
dient to employ Japanese to aid them 
in picking fruit. 

It looked extremely rocky for young 
Hatton for a time yesterday, when he 
found himself face to face with the 
possibility of a two-year term in 
prion, or the payment of a $2000 fine, 
and there was a chance, too, that he 
might be the subject of a protest to 
the United States government on the 
part of the Japanese government be- 
cause of the treatment that had been 
accorded certain subjects of the Mikado 
at the hands of the lawless mob that 
raided a camp of Japanese laborers at 
Ontario on the night of May 13. 

There also wag a venire of deter- 
mined-appearing ranchers, whose looks 
indicated that, if chosen as jurymen, 
they would show no leniency to the 
offender. 

The complaint against Hatton and 
Durgin was sworn to by Joseph Dun- 
das, a rancher of Ontario, and simply 
recited that they had engaged in riot- 
ous proceedings. The defendants, who 
had been released on $3000 bail, ap- 
peared in a temporary courtroom near 
the postoffice at 9:30 o'clock in the 
morning, being represented by Attorney 
Byron Waters of San Bernardino, while 
District Attorney Sprecher of the same 
city appeared for the prosecution. 

In addition to the large venire that 
had been summoned, there was a good- 
sized crowd of spectators and wit- 
nesses, including a number of the Jap- 
anese who had figured in the encoun- 


ter. 
GRAVE CHARGE. 

The charge on which the defendants 
were arraigned is one of the few in 
which a justice of the peace is em- 
powered to inflict a heavy penalty. 

The facts as alleged against Hatton 
and Durgin were that they were mem- 
bers of a mob that made a raid on a 
camp of Japanese laborers who had 
been employed by Dundas to pick lem- 
ons and oranges; that they threatened 
violence to the little brown men, and 
that, after Dundas had taken a deter- 
mined stand in the protection of his 
employés, the mob went to another 
camp not far away and carted a num- 
ber of other Japs in a wagon to the 
Los Angeles county line, warning them 
never to return. They all returned. 

At the outset of the trial, it was 
found that the original complaint was 
defective, not covering rioting as de- 
fined in the statutes; Attorney Waters 
hinted, too, that he might wish a 
change of venue, and, after a confer- 
ence between counsel it was announced 
that Hatton would plead guilty to a 
breach of the peace, the charge against 
Durgin being dismissed because of in- 
sigticient evidence. 

“It is a serious state of affairs in 
this colony,” said Justice Pollock, 
“when men refuse to work and then 
drive away such men as are willing 
to accept employment. Ranchers here 
scour the country for days in search of 
help and when they it they encoun- 
der mobs such as the one that made 
this raid, who, rather than have the 
fruit picked at all, would prefer to see 
it rot on the trees. 

“The United States government says 
the Japanese can come in and guar- 
antees protection to all men who are 
lawfully in the country. In this con- 
nection, as in that referred to by Pres- 
Chicago, back of

UNION LABOR REMNANT. 

There ts some conflict of opinion as 
to the identity of he persons who in- 
cited the riot, for which Hatton and 
Drugin were arrested, but the general 
opinion in Ontario seemed to be that 
the youths were misled by older per- 
sons—remnants of an organization of 
fruit handlers, that created consider- 
able disturbance a year ago, but which 
was of short life. | 

A few disturbers that are left, it 
is said, take every opportunity to in- 
cite hatred against all honest works | 
men who come into the fleld, and espe- 
cially against the Japanese. In this, 
the malcontents obtain the assistance 
of numbers of tramps who wander in 
and out of the place, working a day 
or two and loafing the rest of the 
time. 

In many cases, the hoodlums have 
created such a reign of terror that 
ranchers fear their property will de 
destroyed. That their fears are not 
groundless is said to have been proved 
only a short time ago, when a pack- 
ing - house at Ontario, in which Horace 
Little had stored 1700 boxes of lem- 
ons that had been picked by Japanese, 
was destroyed by a fire of mystérious 


ing element a year ago, as a result 
of which several valuable fruit trees 
=. his ranch were destroyed by van- 
als. 
FIRED BY HOODLUMS? 

Other depredations have occurred 
this year at the Little ranch, and 
the situation is such now that Mr. Lit- 
tle will not place any more fruit 
a packing-house. He has several thou- 
sand boxes of lemons under temporary 
shelter on his ranch and has placed 
heavy insurance on the fruit to pro- 


tect himself against possible loss. 4 


»The fact of the matter is that the 
Japanese, while paid the same wage 
of $1.75 per day, as is paid to white 
help, do about double the work,” said 
a prominent rancher yesterday. “While 
most growers would prefer to employ 
white men if they could be obtained, 
the fact is that there is a scarcity 
of white labor. 

“The Japanese will pick thirty-five 
bores of lemons a day, at an average 
cos: of 5 cents a box to the grower, 


not more than ‘half this num- 
ber of boxes, at an average cost of 
10 cents. The Japs seem peculiarly 
fitted for this kind of work, and, what 
is more, they do their duty satisfac- 
torily and with less supervision than 
do the whites.” 
HOLDS OTHER VIEWS. 

Robert Weiss, a hardware dealer of 
Upland, is one of the most bitter op- 
ponents of the employment of Jap- 
arese or Chinesé in the orchards. He 
took great interest yesterday in the 
defense of Hatton. 

“The Japanese,” said Weiss, “are an 
undesirable class and there is no room 
here for them. They and the Chinese 
work for lower wages than are paid 
to white men, and they crowd many 
of the latter out of employment. I 
know of, cases where the Japs are 
working for $1.25 a day. 

“There is no foundation for the com- 
plaint of the growers that they can- 
not obtain enough white help. The 
trouble is, they prefer the Japs, be- 
cause they are cheaper and can be 
obtained readily from the Japanese 
employment agencies, 

“There are many white men anxious 
to work, who are scattered about ‘the 
colony in their homes and who could 
be had if the trouble were taken to 
look for them. 

There is no need for great haste in 
assembling a force of pickers, and, if 
sufficient time were taken, plenty of 
white men could be obtained.” 

Weiss says there are 100 Jrps and 
200 Chinese in the colony, aithough 
the Japanese and the ranchers say 
there are not more than twenty-five 
of the little brown men and only a 
few Chinamen. |

ASK FOR MILITARY ESCORT. 
Through the Mexican Consul of Los 
Angeles, Gen. Andrade, George W. 


Knox of this city, attorney for the rei- 


atives of the missing Henry E. Miller, 
has made a request of Gov. Yzabel at 
Mermosillo, State of Sonora, for a milli- 
tary escort to accompany and protect 
the expedition which is to start from 
Douglas, and that the Mexican officials 
use every effort in their power to help 
clear the mystery of the disappear- 
ance of Miller and Olinger. 

The application for this military es- 
sort has been made by Mr. Knox at the 
request of the managers of the expedi- 
tion, and in order to further his own 
efforts to determine actually the fate 
that befell Miller and his companion.

“Arizona Charley.“ whose real name 
is Charles Meadows, has made a trip 
down the gulf, but Mr. Knox has re- 
ceived a letter from him, dated May 2, 
in which he says that his party did not 
land on either Tiburon or the Isla de 
la Guarda; that they made a stop on 
the west coast of the gulf, but that 
they saw nothing to indicate any 
wreckage, nor any other clew of the 
Miller expedition in their journey. They 
were on a private business enterprise, 
and did not go to search for Miller, as 


was reported when they started from 


Yuma, 

“Arizona Charley,” who has visited 
the Tiburon before, is of the opinion 
that possibly Miller and Olinger were 
stranded on the Isle de la Guarda, ang 
that in such a case they could not pos- 
sibly get away until a relief party, 
reached them, and that they may sta. 
be there, awaiting succor. 1 

Now it is his purpose to fit out an- 
other expelition, and to go directiy toe 
Tiburon Island to continue the ex- 
ploration of the island and its re 
sources. He expects :o s:art about the 
middle of June, and he also will make 
a search for information as to the fats 
of the two missing Los Angeles men. 

MEXICAN EXPEDITION. 


The third expedition bound for the 
islands will start from Guaymas, and 
will be entirely Mexican in its per- 
sonnel. This company is. in reality, 
making its second trip. Last Decem- 
ber a party of Mexican miners and edu- 
cators went from Guaymas with the 
intention of making extensive explora- 
tions. They had some difficiities with 
the Seri Indians, and reports said 
they killed several of the Indians. At 
any rate, they returned to the man- 
land with several squaws and children, 
It is this party which is again prepar- 
ing to return to the island. It is sa

In the letter which Mr. Knox has had 


forwarded to the Governor of Sonora, he 
has asked that this expedition be also 
instructed to look out for Miller and 
Olinger and to seek what information 
is possibie as to their end. 
HOPES ON DOUGLAS. 

The party going from Douglas, Ariz.’ 
has been corresponding with Mr. Knox, 
and on them Re is placing his highest 
hopes of help in clearing up the mys- 
tery of the men's disappearance. They 
will outfit at Altar, and will work along 
the west coast of the Gulf of California 
from Point IAberatad to Tipoca, and 
from thence straight to the islands. 
Their intention is to make a thorough

HE JAP STRIKE IN HAWAII. 

A few days ago the dispatches 
told of a strike of Japanese laborers 
in Hawaii, in which the “little brown 
men! made prisoners of the police and 
a number of officials, threatening them 
with death if certain demands were not 
complied with, and carrying things in 
general with a high hand. 

Perhaps the significance of this affair 
was greater than appeared upon the 
surface. The Japanese are wily, se- 
cretive and far-seeing, and it is to 
be feared that the 2300 of them who 
were engaged in this affair did not take 
so important a step without the know!l- 
edge of their consul, and some sort of 
assurance that they would have back- 
ing from the Japanese government in 
case of necessity. This may not have 
been literally true, but the situation

Tae Chicago Bankers’ Club gave a 
banquet in that city on Wednesday 
evening, at whicn Paul Morton, Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and Theodore Shonts, 
engineer of the Panama Canal Com- 
mission, were guests of honor. In an 
after-dinner speech, Mr. Shonts made 
some statements which are not likely 
to cause any great amount of hilarity 
in the camp of the free-trade advocates, 
nor any particular joy among those 
who are insisting that the tariff must 
forthwith be revised—downward. ; 

Mr. Shonts declared that Congress, 
for some reason unknown to the Com- 
mission, although twice asked to de- 
clare its wishes, has failed to limit to 
the American markets the purchase of 
materials and supplies entering into 
the corstruction of the canal. “What- 
ever the. absence of instructions from 
Congress may mean,” said Mr. Shonts, 
the Commission feels that it is its 
duty to make its purchases in whatever 
markets of the world it can, but in the 
cheapest. This policy it is pursuing, 
and inasmuch as it is getting the great 
mass of its supplies in American mar- 
kets, the inference is plain that, not- 
withstanding our protective laws and 
notwitustanding our high wages to 
labor, the Americen markets are, in the 
main, the cheapest markets in the 
world.” 

So all this fuss about “purchasing 
supplies in foreign markets” has little 
or no foundation in fact. Notwith- 
standing the free-trade theory that 
“the price cf the domestic article is 
enhanced by, precisely the amount of 
the duty,” it is possible for the 
Isthmian Canal Commission to pur- 
chase the great mass of its supplies in 
the American markets cheaper than it 
can procure them in foreign markets. At 
the same time, American manufac- 
turers pay higher wages than their 
fore.gn competitors; notwithstanding 
which, and in spite of our protective 
laws, “the American markets are, in 
the msin, the cheapest markets in the 
world.“ 

The principle of tariff protection 
needs ro higher vindication than this. 
Mr. Shonts's statement proves prac- 
tically all that is claimed for protec- 
tion by its most ardent champions. If 
tarif protection has given us the 
cheapest markets in the world, and at 
the same time enabled us to pay to 
American workmen the highest wages 
paid in the world, its value as a fiscal 
policy stands demonstrated, before the 
world. 3 

We should be very unwise to tear 
down so beneficent a system, and we 
should approacn its revision, if re- 
vision be demanded, with the utmost 
caution and circumspection.- 


N CON GOLLA NO. 
“The story of the Congo Free 
State,” by Henry Wellington Wack, 
just published, contains some interest- 
ing. facts, or statements that are put 
forth as facts, regarding that mys- 
terious land. Of the population, the 
writer says: 
“The difficulty in arriving at an esti- 
mate of the native population of the 
Congo Free State that tolerably ap- 
proximates the truth is very great. 
Some authorities place it as high as 
30,000,000, come as low as 15,000,000, 
while other observers equally entitled 
to respect assert that 20,000,000 is about 
accurate. This wide divergence of 
opinion ceases to be matter for sur- 
prise when we refiect tlt the popu- 
lation of an empire so important as 
China, known to white men for centu- 
ries, is variously estimated by them at 
anything between 300,000,000 and 400,- 
(00,000, Compared with our knowledge 
of China, our acquaintance with the 
countries and peoples comprised with- 
in the boundaries of the Congo Free 
State is a thing of yesterday. The no- 
madic habits of the various semi-sav- 
age tribes of which the population of 
the Congo Free State consists, renders 
| their exact enumeration impossible. 
| Besides, there can be no doubt but that 
| vast numbers of the dwarf (Pigmy) 
race inhabit paris of the great Central 
African forest not yet penetrated by 
the white man.’ 
Perhaps the higher estimates of 
population will be regarded by the 
average reader as the more accurate, 
when the polygamous lives of the na- 
tives are taken into consideration. On 
this subject Mr. Wack writes as fol- 
lou s: 
“It is the general opinion of com- 
| petent observers that polygamy will 
| survive for many years. Nothing but 
| the spirit of Christianity will overcome 
the evil. The native mind cannot be 
induced by ordinary argument to see 
any wrong in it. Why a man should 
| not have just as many wives as de can 
afford to buy and keep is too much for 
his comprehension. He regards woman 
as created solely for his pleasure and 
profit, and trades in her accordingly. | 
He buys her from her father for one or 
two outs or a cow, she becomes the 
mother of bis children, and prepares 
and cooks his food for him. That is her 
career and she snares it with as many 
other wives as her husband's inclina- 
tion and resources permit him to buy. 
When she dies she is buried—some- 
times. Certain Central African tribes 
regard burial after death as a super- 
fluous ceremony for women, and place 
their bodies where they will be de- 
voured by hyenas and vultures. From 
two to three wives is the average quan- 
tum of the ordinary Central African 
barbarian, and between thirty and 
forty for a chief.” rie 

The work of education in Congoland 
is evidently not so far advanced as one 
could wish. The barbarian who cannot 
see why he should not have as many 
wives as he can pay for and maintain 
is to be pitied, perhaps; more than 
blamed. He has never been taught any 
different point of view—and it all de- 
pends upon the point of view. This is 
true of the prevatiing costumes in Con- 
goland, ne less than of marriage. Mr. 
Wack discourses interestingly of 
“Modes et robes a la Congo, though 
somewhat startlingly, to wit: | 

“The forest tribes, to whom cleanli- 
ness by water is impossible, smear 
their bodies with palm oil and a kind | 
of red ochre, which they afterwards 
scrape off. The original costume of a 
few leaves, or an exceedingly small

apron. made from fibrous bark, for 
women, and a loincloth of the same 
mater‘al for men, has yielded to the su- 
perior attraction of common cotton 
goods, which now reach them from far- 
away Manchester or Saxony. These 
stuffs, ornamented by large patterns in 
flaming reds or yellows, delight the eye 
and rejoice the heart of the Congolese 
maid and matron, while such of the 
men as desire to stand well with the 
gentler sex wil] also condescend to use 
them. In every tribe, children of both 
sexos are entirely nude until they reach 
the age of puberty. In at least one 
tribe, neither men nor women wear 
any covering. In a few tribes it is cus- 
tomary for the women to remain nude 
until they gre married. Some women 
denote their married state by covering 


their breasts with strange ornaments, 


while others secure this object by elab- 


orately dressing their hair, which they 


build up to a great height by aid of 
palm fibre and gum. Both men and 
women, of whatever tribe, ornament 
themselves with just as many collars, 
bangies and anklets as they can obtain. 
Without exception, the possession of a 
few sirings of colored beads is to them 
a source of great happiness. They gaze 
upon such treasures with delight and 
guard them with jealous care.” 

Again it is in order to observe that 
“all depends upon the point of view.” 
The Congo belle who considers herself 
lavishly dressed if she wear a string of 
colored beads, is concededly less ex- 
travagant in her ideas of dress than the 
Parisian belle who must needs have 
yards upon yards of lingerie, flounces, 
furbelows, and other fixin’s. But the 
Congo girl at least has the best of the 
matter in one respect. She can change 
her costume more quickly. Still, as the 
belles of civilization are passionately 
fond of dressing and re-dressing, per- 
haps this advaniage is not so great as 
might appear at first glance. “It all 
depends,” etc. 7

JUSTICE IN CHINA. 


How Men Innocent of Crime are Tor- 
tured Until They are Glad 
to Die. 
{London Standard:] Other events have 
obscured the news from Peking that 
torture in China is to be abolished. 
With reference to this a correspandent 


writes: 


Not many months ago I went to call 
upon a Chinese Judge at the Palace of 
Justice. It was summer weather, and 
one side of the building was entirely 
open to the courtyard through which 
one entered the building. In this court- 
yard there were about twehty criminals, 
in various stages of dirt and dilapida- 
tion. Some were in stocks, some had 
each thumb suspended by a string to a 
beam, so that they knelt with out- 
stretched arms like scarecrows; all had 
their hair unshaven and matted, and 
their faces so caked with dust as to 
have lost the look of humanity. Inside 
the courthouse judges of various de- 
grees were seated on benches behind 
long desks, just as they do in England; 
the only difference was that they wore 
gorgeous silks, and drowsily drank tea 
from litle china basins to while away 
the afternoon. . 

After some conversation,_it occurred 
to the chief judge that his visitors 
might like to see a trial So he called 
for No. 1% A pitiful figure.came in, 
dragging its shackles heavily over the 
floor, and knelt on the far side of the 
desk. The visitors were accommodated 
on the bench itself. Then the judge 
leaned over the deck, and, glaring 
angrily through his spectacles at the 
cowering creature tn front of him, told 
him the story of his crime, which the 
prisoner must have heard ad nauseam, 
since he had been in the court ter two 
years. The trial proceeded somewhat in 
this manner: 

Judge: On such and such a day two 
earts were going to the village of 
Ying-pan. The soldiers who were @s- 
corting the carts rode some distance 
ahead of them. You, waiting by the 
roadside, saw your opportunity, and fell 
upon the carts, inténding to rob them. 
Is it not so? } 

Prisoner: Most Excellent, I did noth- 
ing of the sort. I am good man and 
no brigand; if you inquire of my rela- 
tives or the head man of my village you 
will learn that I have a good cha er 
and do not steal from carts. 

Judge: Have I not just said that you 
did steal from two earts? How dare 
you contradict me? That is to say that 
I ama liar. Attendant, bring the bam- 
boo. 


At this point negotiations were broken 
off, so to speak, while the attendant 
went for the implements of torture. A 
little Stool was brought to which the 
prisoner's hand was tied palm upward, 
and then the bamboo was brought down 
with vigor upon the poor wretch’s wrist. 
He howled lugubriously, but made no 
signs of confession, and thanks to dur 
presence the performance was cut short. 


This man had been in prison for two. 


years, and still had not confesse 1. 
Sooner or later, however, he would give 
in, and then his great day would come. 


Precede’d by trumpeters and flags, he 
would ride through the city on his-tum- 
bril, the observed of all observers: he 
would be taken to the potter's field out- 
side the walls, and there, before a crowd 
of spectators, he would suffer death for 
a crime which, in all probability, he had 
never committed. That last day is a 
blessed relief, and, for the most part, 
the prisoners go to their end laughing 
and chatting with the crowd, It is 
better, of course, to confess quickly and 
be done with it. Yet instinct of self- 
preservation is strong, and 1 heard of 
one contumacious old lady who had 
defied the thumb-screw and the lash for 
twenty years. 
Occasionally there are lucky escapes. 
Onde, before the war began in Man- 
churia, 1 came down the Liao River 
with a Russian expedition. We fought 
the Hun-hu-tses every afternoon about 
tea-time, but rarely inflicted any dam- 
age on them, because they hid in the 
crops. One evening we got Jesperate,

Hang fields, with a complete lack of 
success, only to find, on our return, 
that the Chinese Magistrate who ac- 
companied us had collared twelve 
pposed to be Hun-hu-tses, 
and had them all tied to a pole by their 
pigtails. It was the business of the 
Chinese authorities to deal with all cap- 
tures, so these twelve men were prac- 
tically condemned to die. In company 
with the missionary who was interpre- 
ter for the expedition. I pressed for an 
inquiry. The result was that six of the 
victims were proved to belong to a the- 
atrical company which was stranded in 
the neighboring village. They were 
instantly released. One of the others 
was subjected to a more rigid examina- 
tion, and died under the lash; and, ow- 
ing to this untoward incident, the rest 
were set free.

Abusing the Flag. 

There are two kinds of abuse of the 
flag, and both are ebjectionable. One 
abuse consists in using the flag to ad- 
vertige goods, enterprises or occasions, 
without arousing a wholesome patriot- 
ism.

field. The game then proceeded without 
molestation. This woman's purpose 
was to enlist the federal authorities in 
thes crusade against the Sunday ball 
players, but, of course, she would have 
faileq to do so, even if she hed suc- 
ceeded in getting the flag hit by a ball. 
In thus invoking the aid of the national 
emblem she made not only herself, but 
to some degree the flag itself, ridicu- 
lous.—- [Washington Star.

Fails to Recover from Paralysis 
Following Exposure to Severe Heat.

REDLANDS, May  2%.—Ex-Mayor 
William Fowler, who was stricken with 
paralysis May 15, after working several 
hour# in the intense heat, and who has 
been slowly sinking ever since, died last 
evening, aged 78. The funeral will de 
held Friday afternoon in the First 
Baptist Church, Rev. W. F. Harper 
Officiating. The flag in the public 
square will be at half-mast all day, and 
during the funeral many of the dusi- 
ness houses will be closed. City an- 
cers will act as escort at the funeral. 

Mr. Fowler had been a member of the 
Board of Trustees since 1893. He re- 
tired only at the last municipal e'ec- 
tion. He acted as chief executive of the 
city during the greater part of the time. 
He had resided in Redlands for four- 
teen years. 

He was a veteran of the Civil War. 
The surviving members of the family 
are the widow and four children, three 
of the children being residents of Rei- 
lands. These are Miss Nellie, William 
and Frank L. The first is the assist- 
ant to the pastor of the First Baptist 
Church. The other daughter is Dr. 
May Fowler Thompson, who was fcr 
some time a missionary in Burmah. ne 
is now the wife of a clergyman en- 
gaged in missionary work, and is on 
a home to. make the family 
visit.
